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ABOUT  THE  PRESENTERS 

CHARLES  FAULHABER  (moderator)  is  the  lames  D. 
Hart  Director  of  The  Bancroft  Library,  U.C.  Berkeley’s 
rare  book  and  special  collections  libraiy.  He  received  his 
undergraduate  education  in  Latin  American  Studies  at 
Yale  University  and  MA  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  Madison,  returning  to  Yale  for  his  Ph.D.  in 
Romance  Philology.  Faulhaber  joined  the  U.C.  Berkeley 
Department  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  faculty  in  1969 
and  has  been  a professor  since  1980.  His  early  scholarly 
research  focused  on  classical  and  medieval  Latin  rheto- 
ric in  medieval  Spain,  but  he  has  since  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  the  problem  of  using  computer  technology  to 
catalog  and  make  accessible  the  primary  sources  of 
medieval  Spanish  literature. 

LECTURERS 

MARTA  ALTISENT  is  Associate  Professor  of  Modem 
and  Contemporary  Spanish  Literature  in  the 
Department  of  Spanish  and  Classics  at  the  University  of 
California,  Davis.  She  earned  her  Ph.D.  at  the  University 
of  Illinois.  She  is  the  author  of  two  books  on  the  short  ' 
stories  and  literary  essays  of  Gabriel  Miro  and  numerous 
articles  on  Spanish,  Latin-American,  and  Catalan 
authors  of  the  I9th  and  20th  centuries  (Clarin,  Miguel  de 
Unamuno,  lorge  Guillen,  lavier  Tomeo,  Pablo  Neruda. 
Joan  Maragall,  among  others).  Her  courses  deal  with 
topics  such  as  Decadentism,  Avant-garde  poetry,  histor- 
ical novel,  and  women  writers  under  and  after  Fascism. 
She  has  an  edition  of  Max  Aub’s  Mexican  short  stories  in 
press,  and  is  completing  a study  on  "The  Erotic  Short 
Story  of  Democratic  Spain." 

SANDIE  HOLGUIN  is  Associate  Professor  of  History  at 
the  University  of  Oklahoma.  She  earned  her  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles.  Her  work 
focuses  on  Nineteenth  and  Twentieth  Century  European 
Cultural  and  Intellectual  History,  Modern  Spain,  and 
European  Women's  History.  She  is  the  author  of  several 
articles,  including  a review  of  Aurora  Morcillo’s  Tru^ 
Catholic  Womanhood  in  The  journal  of  Modern  History  73, 
(September  2001)  and  "Taming  the  Seventh  Art:  The 
Battle  for  Cultural  Unity  on  the  Cinematographic  Front 
During  Spain’s  Second  Republic,  1931-1936,"  The  journal 
of  Modem  History  71  (December  1999).  Her  forthcoming 
book.  Creating  Spaniards:  Culture  and  National  Identity  in 
Republican  Spain,  will  be  published  later  this  year  by 
University  of  Wisconsin  Press. 

ROBERT  LUBAR  is  Associate  Professor  at  the  Institute 
of  Fine  Arts  at  New  York  University,  where  he  earned  his 
Ph  D.  in  1988.  His  major  work  is  concerned  with  20th 
Century  European  art  of  France  and  Spain.  He  has  writ- 
ten and  contributed  to  numerous  articles  and  books, 
including  Picasso  and  the  Spanish  Tradition  and  joan  Miro: 
1893-1993,  and  the  forthcoming  Picasso,  Miro,  Dali:  The 
Subject  of  Modern  Painting  in  Spain  (London:  Yale  University 
Press,  expected  date  of  publication,  2002).  He  has  lec- 
tured at  Princeton  University  and  The  Museum  of 
Modem  Art  and  has  been  a visiting  professor  at  the 
Universitat  Autonoma  de  Barcelona  and  the  Universitat 
de  Girona,  Spain.  He  is  a member  of  the  College  Art 
Association,  the  American  Society  for  Hispanic  Art 
Historical  Studies  and  the  Spanish  Institute  of  New  York. 


GARY  MCDONOGH  is  Professor  and  Director  of  the 
Growth  and  Structure  of  Cities  Program  at  Bryn  Mawr 
College.  He  earned  his  Ph.D.  from  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  His  work  has  centered  on  the  exploration  of 
many  cities  worldwide  through  perspectives  drawn  from 
anthropology,  geography,  social  history,  planning  and 
mass  media.  Barcelona,  Spain,  has  been  one  of  the  cor- 
nerstones of  McDonogh’s  work  since  the  mid-1970s.  He 
is  the  author  of  Good  Families  Of  Barcelona  (Princeton, 
1986),  editor  of  Conflict  jn  Catalonia:  Images  Of  An  Urban 
Society  (Florida,  1986)  and  co-author  of  Twelve  'Walks 
Through  The  History  Of  Barcelona  (Ajuntament  de  Barcelona, 
1993)  as  well  as  numerous  articles  in  Spanish,  French, 
Catalan  and  English.  His  primary  focus  remains  the 
nature  of  class  conflict  and  divisions  within  the  city, 
from  19th-century  capitalist  expansion  to  the  issues  of 
contemporary  third-world  migration. 

JUDITH  ROHRER  is  Associate  Professor  of  Modem 
Architecture  in  the  Department  of  Art  History  at  Emory 
University  in  Atlanta,  GA.  She  holds  a Ph.D.  from 
Columbia  University.  Her  work  focuses  on  the  many 
intersections  between  architecture  and  politics  in 
Barcelona  from  1880  to  1910,  constructing  a nationalist 
context  for  architectural  practice  and  reception  in  those 
years.  This  work  has  led  to  numerous  published  articles, 
essays  and  papers  and  two  major  exhibitions,  "The 
Catalan  Spirit:  Gaudi  and  his  Contemporaries"  for  the 
Cooper-Hewitt  Museum  (New  York)  in  1987,  and  "J.  Puig 
1 Cadafaich;  I'arquitectura  entre  la  casa  1 la  ciutat"  for  the 
Fundacio  Caixa  de  Pensions  (Barcelona)  1989-1990.  She 
is  currently  readying  a book  for  Cambridge  University 
Press  on  architectural  politics  and  national  identity  in 
tum-of-the-century  Barcelona.

Her  pro- 
fessional debut  was  at  Orchestra  Hall  in  the  John 
McCormack  Centenary  Concert.  Fascinated  with  multi- 
culturalism  and  the  roots  of  song,  she  has  made  a career 
researching,  adapting  and  singing  ethnic  and  folk  music. 
Jamie’s  broad  vocal  range  and  extensive  musical  reper- 
toire have  yielded  a wide  range  of  unique  programs  and 
themes. 

MICHAEL  SMITH  (PASIONES)  has  been  performing  as 
a singer/songwriter  for  over  thirty  years,  continually 
recording  solo  and  collaborative  albums.  He  has  also 
experienced  considerable  success  in  the  world  of  the- 
ater, receiving  4 Joseph  Jefferson  awards  for  his  autobio-

Pasiones  was  created  by  Michael  Smith  and  Jamie  O'Reilly  for  the  Rhino  Theater  Festival 
of  Chicago,  a series  for  new  theater  works  in  1997.  Michael  Smith  had  always  been  affect- 
ed by  the  power  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War  songs,  made  popular  by  Pete  Seeger  and  the 
Weavers.  Aware  of  Jamie  O'Reilly's  training  in  opera  and  interest  in  ethnic  folk  songs  he 
suggested  they  create  a show  with  these  passionate  songs.  Six  months  of  research  and 
interviews  with  Civil  War  Veterans  and  help  from  Peter  Glazer,  Pasiones  director,  created 
Pasiones  as  we  perform  it  today.  With  Michael  acting  as  musical  arranger  and  Jamie 
O'Reilly  as  producer,  they  debuted  Pasiones  as  a 'folk  cabareL  in  February  of  1997,  weav- 
ing the  beautiful  poetry  and  reminicenses  of  the  war  into  a piece  that  combines  the  intel- 
lectual influences  of  European  cabaret  (ala  Brecht)  with  the  fervor  of  the  American  folk- 
song experience  of  'the  people's  music,'  as  sung  in  coffeehouses  of  the  1960's.

The  old  oath  of  allegiance  quoted 
above  hints  at  the  independent  spirit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Catalunya 
(Catalonia)  and  its  main  city, 
Barcelona.  Come  with  us  to  visit  this 
unique  and  flamboyant  city  of 
Catalunya:  a complex  center  of 
industry,  of  art  and  architecture,  of 
poetry  and  an  influential  center  for 
the  preservation  of  the  Catalan 
language.  A casual  visitor  may 


wax  poetic  about  the  strange  shaped  buildings,  the  Eixample, 
or  the  design  consciousness  of  a Spanish  city  that  does  not  seem 
to  consider  itself  Spanish.  This  is  a city  that  over  time  has 
hosted  Romans  and  Greeks,  has  had  an  empire  of  its  own,  has 
become  a French  possession  ruled  by  the  Bourbons,  and  has 
welcomed  royalty  and  then  discarded  it  with  equal  flair. 

Guifre  (Wilfred)  the  Hairy  established  Barcelona  as  his  admin- 
istrative center  in  the  870’s,  securing  its  place  as  an  influential 
seaport  and  trade  center.  The  city  has  since  served  as  a stage 
for  heated  conflicts  of  politics,  language,  architecture,  indus- 
try vs  agriculture,  and  friction  with  Madrid  and  Castile  for  con- 
trol of  its  resources.  These  romantic  and  practical  factions  are 
all  caught  in  the  fabric  of  this  city  as  well  as  the  struggle  to  orga- 
nize a city  bursting  out  of  its  old  muralles  (walls)  built  by 
Frederick  V with  improvements  such  as  the  Ramblas,  Gaudf’s 
Guell  Park,  and  engineer  Cerda's  innovative  Eixample  urban  grid 
(one  of  the  earliest  of  its  kind).  Poets  competing  for  prizes 
celebrated  the  Catalan  language  as  a symbol  of  national  inde- 
pendence— a theme  of  the  Catalan  Renaissance.

Lecture  ELS  QUATRE  GATS:  BARCELONA  IN  PAINT  At  the  turn  of  the  century,  a 
Barcelona  tavern,  Els  Quatre  Gats,  became  the  meeting  place  for  a Bohemian  circle 
of  young  avant-garde  artists,  including  Picasso,  Dali  and  Ramon  Casas.  This  lecture 
will  explore  modernism  in  Barcelona  and  the  city's  unique  openness  towards  and  effect 
on  outside  cultures  and  movements  passing  through  the  region.

Performance  20'^  century  Catalan  folk  dance  has  its  origins  in  the  tradition  of  esbartades, 
or  outdoor  celebrations  that  began  as  poetry  readings  in  the  1850s  and  later  incor- 
porated the  research  and  diffusion  of  traditional  Catalan  dances.

She  will 
also  overview  the  history  of  the  Temple  of  the  Sagrada  Familia,  a structure  unfinished 
at  the  time  of  Gaudf's  death. 

Lecture  RENAIXEN^A  CATALA:  BARCELONA  IN  LITERATURE  The  Catalan  renais- 
sance, sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Silver  Age,  holds  its  roots  in  the  literary  move- 
ment of  Barcelona  in  the  late  19‘*^  century.  Distressed  by  a long  period  of  decline  in 
Spanish  political  power,  an  ample  group  of  writers,  including  Federico  Garcia  Lorca, 
searched  for  its  causes  and  attemped  to  seek  out  remedies  for  Spain's  regeneration. 
MARTA  ALTISENT  (UC  Davis)  will  discuss  city  images  in  three  turn-of-the-century 
literary  works.

A long  history  of  civil  war — ^violent  conflicts  between  conservatives  and  lib- 
erals, French  and  Spanish,  anarchists  and  socialists — in  fact,  an  ongoing 
ebb  and  flow  of  power  struggles,  religious  and  political,  has  contributed 
the  word  "guerilla"  to  common  usage  in  every  language.  Guernica  ( 1937)  was 
Picasso's  passionate  response  to  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  in  particular  the 
saturation  bombing  and  destruction  of  the  town  of  Guernica.  Painted  as 
a mural  for  the  Pavilion  of  the  Spanish  Republic  at  the  1937  Paris  International 
Exposition  it  was  a dynamic  example  of  the  evolving  cubist  style.  Its  mes- 
sage lingers. 

Artists  like  Miro  and  Picasso  used  Catalunya  as  a springboard  to  other 
places,  notably  Paris,  though  they  spent  part  of  their  early  years  in  a 
bohemian  hangout  called  Els  Quatre  Gats  (The  Four  Cats)  in  Barcelona. 
Els  Quatre  Gats  is  Catalan  slang  for  "just  a few  people."  The  four  cats  were 
Romeu,  Casas,  Utrillo,  and  Rusinyol.  As  for  the  architectural  arena,  an  early 
twentieth  century  encyclopedia  has  a drawing  of  a Gaudf  building  captioned: 
The  "wave",  a feature  of  modern  Barcelona  apartment  houses.  It  is  an 
attempt  to  reflect  the  town's  seaport  atmosphere.  We  now  call  this  style 
Art  Nouveau. 

Barcelona  first  triggers  our  interest  as  a romantic  and  intriguing  travel 
destination.  Yet  upon  closer  observation,  a complex  and  often  violent  his- 
tory emerges — a city  truly  ruled  by  pasiones.  "One  Hundred  Years  in 
Barcelona"  will  visit  the  years  1836-1936  examining  a more  recent  layer  of 
this  region's  lengthy  history  striving  to  keep  itself  distinct  while  still  bound 
to  the  rest  of  Spain. 


On  ascending  the  nearby  Pyrenees: 


Catalans  who  climb  here  love  their  land  more.

Lastly,  a quote  of  Robert  Hughes  from  his  book,  Barcelona: 

To  Gaudf,  the  rest  of  Spain  looked  merely  "abstract";  Catalunya  alone  was 
"concrete."  Drawing  on  the  Roman  past,  in  which  Catalunya  or  Hispania 
Citerior,  had  been  the  first  "civilized"  part  of  Spain,  he  opined  that  in  fact 
Catalunya  could  not  reject  the  idea  of  Spain  or  Spanishness  because  it  was 
that  idea-it,  and  not  Castile  or  Andalusia,  adulterated  as  they  were  by  long 
Arab  occupation,  was  the  "ser  autentic"  of  the  peninsula.  We  cannot  say 
'Death  to  Spain,'  because  we  arg  Spain  (Hispania  Citerior,  orTarraconense); 
those  of  the  Center  are  outside  of  Spain,  they  are  of  the  Ulterior.  The  name 
is  ours."
